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THE SIROIS 
REPORT 


The Sirois report commission, | 


set up in August 1937, on Dom- 
inion-Provincial Relations have 
compiled a wealth of knowledge 
in their two-year investigation of 
aftairs in the nine provinces. 


Abridgment of the commission’s 
recommendations are for the Dom- 
inion government to take over the 
entire debt of each province, 
with optional courses for future 
provincial borrowing. 


Assume the entire liability of 
the dead weight (that is, the non- 
interest bearing ) debt, and admin- 
ister the balance, subject to the 
annual payment of the province of 
a sum equal to the annual interest 
received by the province. 

Accept complete responsibility 
of the relief and care of unemploy- 
ables, leaving poor relief in the 
proper sense of that term, tothe 
provinces (including the munici- 
palities), thus relieving the budgets 


of both provinces and municipalit- 
ies of heavy annual charges. 

Replace the present subsidies to 
the provinces by National adjust- 
ment grants (irreducible, but cap- 
able of enlargement following 1n- 
quiry) to enable a provincial gov- 
ernment to balance its budget, 
after maintaining its social services 
at an average standard. 

Provide provision for emergency 
grants if made necessary by abnor- 
mal conditions—taking care of ad- 
verse harvest conditions in West- 
ern Canada. 


The provinces would withdraw 
from certain fields of taxation, de 
signated by the commission as Nat 
ional. : 

A big percent of those who have 
made a thorough study of the 
report are of the opinion that it 
should be, accepted and- put into 
operation.

MOULDS IN FOOD 

Mould growth in foods is not 
usually dangerous, In many cases 
the formation of mould in foods in- 
creases its palatability. For example 
some kinds of cheese, such as Lim- 
burger, Roquefort, Brie and Cam 
embert, are eaten only after exten- 
sive mould growth has taken place, 
The characteristic flavour and 
smell of these cheeses are due to the 
substances formed by the particular 
species of mould. 

What are moulds? They are 
uroupe of tiny plants so small that 
the individual structures can be 
seen only with the aid of a micro- 
ecope. They develop from spores 
which are similar to the seeds of the 
higher plants. The spore is the 
reproductive ¢lement of one of the

lower organisms or planta, 

The commoner moulds go by the 
names of Muvvr, Penicillium or 
Aspergillus. The white or slightly 
wvolly patches seen on the surface 
of meat in cold storage is due to a 
mould or fungus known as the 
sporotricitum carnis. 

_ The spores or seeds of moulds are 
hard to kill; they can withstand un- 
favorable conditions for days and 
when given favorable conditions 
such as food, a temperature neither 
too hot nor too cold, moisture and 
in some Gases oxygen, will live for 
a long time. 

Mould on top of jams, jellies and 
preserves is unsightly, but not 
harmful and the same is true of 
moulds on bread and other foods, 
Mould growth may be prevented by
